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SKELETON OF MEGATHERIUM RESTORED, 


BRITISH MUSEUM MINERALOGICAL GALLERY. 


The visitors to the British Museum for the last week or two 
have noticed, in one of the rooms of the Mineral Galleries 

€voted to the exhibition of the fossil remains of mammalia, 
the process of the construction of an immense skeleton. This 
au Now complete, and our representation will give a very 
fair general view of it. The quadruped to which it belonged 
Must have been of enormous bulk, and it is well called “‘ Mega- 
therium,” or great wild beast, as the name may be literally 
tendered. The legs and feet seem disproportionately large, 
and the head, again, much too small for so unwieldy askeleton ; 
but the careful study of the whole structure, by the compara- 
tive anatomist and the geologist, has shown how well adapted 
every part is for the functions it had to perform. The Mega- 
therium was a native of South America, and belongs to the 
order Edentata, that group of mammalia containing the tree- 
living sloth, which Buffon and some other naturalists regarded 
as “a bungling piece of Nature’s handiwork,” though the 
Observations of Mr. Waterton and Dr. Burchell, in its native

woods, showed it to be “ fearfully and wonderfully made,” and 
as well adapted for its mode of life as a bird is to fly in the air 
or a fish to swim in the sea. The Megatherium had not to 
wander over the earth, like antelopes and other ruminating 
animals, to seck for its food, and which have long slender legs, 
well adapted for walking and running ; and front teeth and a 
hard upper lip, to seize the grass and cut it off. Its food con- 
sisted of roots and shrubs, and, perhaps, insects, The former 
it dug up with its long claws, while it could, with its strong 
legs, pull down tree-like shrubs, and easily get at the delicate 
twigs. Its enormous size (for, when full grown, it must have 
been fourteen feet long and, at least, eight feet high) would 
prevent the attacks of the ferocious quadrupeds; and even if 
they attacked it, like the sloth or giant ant-eater of the present 
day, which can grasp, as in a vice, the strongest dog, 1 great 
strength of leg and claw would not give its opponent the 
chance of another “hug” from a second example of the 
species, 

The first specimen of the Megatherium was found by the 
Spaniards near Buenos Ayres, and was sent to Madrid in 1789, 
and, since that time, fragments, more or less complete, and 
specimens have been sent to Europe, In the museum of the 
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College of Surgeons, and in the British Museum, are very con- 
siderable portions of the skeleton, presented by Sir Woodbine 
Parish, long resident, in an official capacity, in Buenos Ayres, 
The late Mr, Clift, the present Dean of Westminster, and Pro- 
fessor Owen, have all added, less or more, to our acquaintance 
with this huge edentate beast. Dr. Buckland fancied, from 
some remains of a plated buckler found near it, that, like the 
armadillos, the Megatherium was protected, as they are, by a 
coat of mail; but Professor Owen has shown that this plated 
covering belonged to another large edentate quadruped, called - 
‘*Mylodon,” on which he has written an able memoir. It is 
from a comparative study of the various parts, and from casts 
taken of them, that the original of our illustration has been 
derived; its articulation does great credit to Mr. Flower. 
Such of our readers as wish to study its structure must consult 
Cuvier’s ‘‘Ossemens Fossiles,”’ and the other authorities we 
have referred to, It is to be wished that the trustees of the 
Museum would procure models, of the size of nature, of some 
of the other marvellous remains in their collection, such ag 
the iguancdon, the colossochelys, and the dinornis, which 
might tempt the uninitiated to study, in the writings of the 
geologist, some more:of these wonderful “ vestiges of creation.”

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 

We are in a somewhat uneasy state. The fundé have fallen 
seriously, and the newspapers continue to be crowdéd with protests 
against the new law on the press. Between thé mst, paasiotiatte

This extraordinary 
circumstance appedféd to him to indicate a fraud, and he forced the 
bearer of the bag of money to accompany him to the commissaty 
of police. The person declared his name to be Tast, and com- 
plained loudly of being arrested. Nothing more was at the time 
discovered. A trap was subsequently laid, wh:ch ended in the arrest 
of a man named Bossignol, and of a Spaniard who called himself 
Isidro Valareso, friends of Tast. But ali was still a mystery, when 
an apparently unimportant incident unexpectedly supplied a clue 
to the police. For some time past an isolated house in the Rue de 
Courcelles had been let entire to sotne foreigners, who were fre- 
quently seen going backwards and forwards, but communicated witli 
no one in the neighbourhood, and appeared to lead a mysterious 
existence. Another circumstance had attracted the attention of 
the inhabitants of the quarter, In the daytime, and frequently at 
night, a muffled’sound was heard to issue from the premises, and 
seemed té prodded from under ground. It was accompanied with 
a sharp sound, such a8 might be produced by the blow of a hammer 
ona board. THIS {iGéssatit clatter annoyed the neighbours, and it 
was Proposéd that a éotiplaitit sliould be made to thé authorities,

Decandolle finds, as the result of his inquiries, that, of all 
the European species of trees, the yew is that which attains the 
greatest age. He assigns to the yew (Taxus baccata) of Braborne, 
in the county of Kent, thirty centuries; to the Scotch yew of 
Fortingal, from twenty-five to twenty-six; and to those of Crow- 
hurst, in Surrey, and Ripon, in Yorkshire, respectively, four- 
teen and a half and twelve centuries. Endlicher remarks that 
the age of another yew-tree in the churchyard of Gresford, in North 
Wales, which measures fifty-two English feet in circumference 
below the branches, is estimated at 1400 years; and that of a yew 
in Derbyshire at 2096. In Lithuania, lime-trees have been cut 
down which have been 87 English feet in circumference, and in 
which 815 annual rings have been counted.

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THE CASE OF MARY ANN PARSONS. 


“Tr is, indeed, a painful duty we are called on to perform, in 
having to speak of the verdict delivered in this case, and the 
Summing up which preceded, and, we cannot doubt, very 
greatly influenced the jury in pronouncing it.

. Lalfourd has great claims on our forbearance ; for, in the many 
characters in which he has challenged public criticism, few 
men have stood their trial so successfully. Asa poet, as a 
‘Critic, as a barrister, and as a representative of the nation in 
‘Parliament, he has displayed equal probity, manliness, and 
talent, If he was not one of the greatest of lawyers, he was 
& zealous and eloquent advocate; one who strove to maintain 
: in all his professional doings that high moral character which, 
Nn the opinion of some, is not so vigorous in the bar of these 
ays as it once was. As a writer of the classical dramatic 
school, he may be said to stand alone; and, if anything to his 
. Giscredit has been urged against him either as a critic or a 
Member of Parliament, we have yet to hear of it. In private 
life he is said to be charitable as he is certainly amiable. And 
M every respect he is one of the very last men we should like 
to find fault with. We regret, therefore, that the first important 
act of his judicial life should have been a blunder. True it 
erred, to use a common phrase, on the rightside.

DESCRIPTION OF THE ENGRAVINGS. 

Fig. 1, Carriage Dress.—Robe of glacé silk, shaded in 
bright tints of lilac and green. ‘he skirt quite plain, 
without either flounces or front trimming. The cor- 
sage (not seen in our illustration) is also plain, and 
high to the throat. The sleeves are half-long, and suf- 
ficiently wide at the ends to admit under-sleeves of white 
muslin, These under-sleeves are formed of large puffs ; 
the fulness gathered at the wrists on bands of lace in- 
sertion, and above the bands are ruffles of rather broad 
lace, which fall back on the arm, A pardessus of 
Pomona-green glacé, trimmed with rows of narrow 
dentelle de laine of the same colour as the silk. Hight 
or ten rows of this dentelle de Jaine edge the bottom of 
the pardessus; and up the fronts there is a succession 
of horizontal rows of lace, which do not consist of sepa- 
rate pieces, but the lace, instead of being cut, is turned 
round to form each successive row, ascending upward. 
The sleeves are demi-long, and are edged with the same 
trimming, set on in the same manner. A. leghorn 
bonnet; the bavolet at the back being formed of the 

eghorn, turned first up and then down, as it were in 
folds. The bonnet is trimmed with leghorn-coloured 
ribbon, very simply disposed round the crown, and 
with strings of the same, On one side a bouquet of 

hinese primroses ; under the brim, side-bouquets of the 
same flowers, intermingled with white tulle, Gloves of 
Primrose-coloured kid. 

Fig. 2. Costume for a little Girl of four or five years of 
age. Dress of white and lilac striped silk, The skirt 
made quite plain, and the corsage (not seen in our illus- 
tration) half-high, and rather open in front, On the 
neck is worn a chemisette of clear India muslin, which 
ascends to the throat, where it is finished by a collar of 
needlework, ‘The sleeves are demi-long, with under- 
aleeves of muslin of the same description as that of 
which the chemisette is composed. The bands at the 
Wrists are ornamented with two or three rows of narrow 

ace edging, set on full. Pardessus of light green silk, 
trimmed with narrow frills of the same, pinked at the 
edges, and quilled on. A drawn bonnet of pink silk, 
trimmed on the outside with ribbon very simply dis- 
posed, The under-trimming consists of bows of -black 
Velvet and pink ribbon ranged alternately, and com- 
pletely encircling the face. Short trousers of cambric 
Muslin, edged with scalloped needlework of an open 
pattern. Boots of grey cashmere, and grey kid gloves. 

Fig, 3. Muslin Chemisette.—This chemisette, which is 
of an entirely new pattern, is intended to be worn with 
an open corsage. The body of the chemisette is com- 
posed of plain clear muslin, and it must be cut so as to 
fit as closely as possible to the form of the wearer. It 
Opens ina point in front of the bosom, and has a turning- 
over collar, which is richly ornamented with beautiful 
sprigs in needlework. This collar has a slit at each 
side, which gives to the front part the appearance of 
lappels, and it is sloped to a narrow point in front. A 
very narrow border of worked muslin is quilled at the edge of 
the collar, and is carried along both sides of the slit above de-

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE, 


Brazu.—His Imperial Majesty Don Pedro II. has Opened the 
session of the Legislative Chamber at Rio de Janeiro. The 
Emperor, accompanied by her Imperial Majesty and suite, was 
received by a deputation from each Chamber, and, being conducted to 
his throne, his Majesty took his seat, and, having ordered the sena- 
tors and deputies to be likewise seated, delivered a most gracious 
speech. 

SPaasen Sratus.—The packet-ship New ‘Wortp, which sailed 
from New York on the 7th inst. with two days’ later advices, has 
arrived. In the Senate, on the Gth, Mr. Cooper attacked the letter 
of Sir H. Bulwer regarding the duty on iron, and said that the 
Foreign Minister failed in his duty when he attempted to make 
suggestions in relation to the domestic policy of that Government, 
and characterized his remarks as obtrusive and impertinent. Several

West Inpra Marh.—The Royal Mail Company’s steam-ship 
Thames; Captain G, Abbott, has arrived at Southampton from the 
West Indies, with the usual mails, in charge of Lieutenant John 
Hay, Admiralty agent. On her homeward voyage the Thames 
experienced very strong easterly winds. The Thames brought 
thirty-one passengers, amongst whom were—Commander Worsfold, 
R.N.; Commander Hire, R.N., and lady; Mr. Francis, Lord Mark 
Ker, ‘Major Cavan, Captain Robinson, and six distressed British 
Seamen from the wreck of the barque Vanguard. The Thames 
brings on freight 1,906,212 dollars on merchants’ account, 91,597 
dollars for dividends, 108} oz, gold dust, £501, 13s. 7d. British coin, 
1256 oz. silver, &c, Jamaica, generally speaking, was remarkably 
healthy. At Cuba the crops were remarkably large, and sugar was 
selling at 2 dollars per cwt.; coffee, however, was 15 dollars, and 
expected to rise. At Barbadoes the crops have a favourable appear- 
ance, the island, after a long drought, having been visited with 
some refreshing showers. At Demerara the weather had been 
favourable for the field, but not so for sugar-making; the retail 
trade of the island was brisk.—No political news of the least import- 
ance from Mexico.

joined in most reluctantly by Henry. Cranmer performed the mar- 
riage ceremony on Jan, 6, and the motto on the wedding-ring was 
the singularly-appropriate one, ‘‘God send me weel to kepe.” On 
the 4th of February Anne was conducted by the King and his 
Ministers to the Palace at Westminster, which had been magnifi- 
cently prepared for her reception. Henry showed an outward 
appearance of attention to his Queen for some months; but her 
ignorance of the English language, and a general deficiency in those 
pleasing female accomplishments and fascinations to which Henry 
had always been accustomed as a matter of course, prevented her 
from making any progress in his good graces. The idea of a divorce 
was continually present to his mind, and with him—regardless of 
means or consequences—to will was to execute. He felt his matri- 
monial fetters gradually becoming more and more unbearable, from 
a passion he had conceived for Katharine Howard, and a consequent 
desire to make her his wife. The most paltry reasons were alleged 
for releasing the Sovereign from his bonds, but they were powerful 
enough to induce a convocation on the 9th of July to pronounce the 
marriage to be null and void, and that both parties were free to 
marry again. Cranmer, who had pronounced the nuptial benedic- 
tion, had the mortifying office of dissolving the marriage, Anne of 
Cleves being the third queen from whom it had been his hard lot 
to disentangle the King in less than seven years. When the issue 
was made known to the Queen she is said to have fainted and fallen 
to the ground before the deputation could complete their errand. 
When she was sufficiently recovered to attend to them, they soothed 
her with flattering professions of the King’s gracious intention of 
adopting her for a sister, if she would resign the title‘of Queen, 
promising that she should have precedence before any lady in the 
court except the King’s daughters and his future consort, and that 
she should be endowed with estates to the valne of £3000 a year. 
The situation of Anne had of late been rendered more disconso- 
late by the dismissal of her foreign attendants, their places being 
supplied by English ladies appointed by the King, and from whom, 
as she did not enjoy any of the royal smiles, she met with little else 
than neglect or ridicule, She, therefore, was greatly relieved 
when she understood that the real intention of the King was to 
give her freedom from the irksome restraints and mockery of her 
desolate queenhood; and she expressed her perfect willingness to 
resign her joyless honours with so much readi:.ess that she had 
nearly given serious offence by thus proving how little worth she 
set upon the favour of her royal husband; for the enduring con- 
stancy of Katharine of Arragon had led Henry to believe that no 
woman ought to resign him without a more serious struggle. On 
the 16th of July Anne addreseed the following letter to Henry :—

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“ Most excellent and noble Prince, and my most benign and 
good Brother,—I do most humbly thank you for your great good- 
ness, favour, and liberality, which, as well by your Majesty’s own 
letters, as by the report and declaration of your councillors, the 
Lord Great Master, the Lord Privy Seal, and your grace’s secretary, 
I perceive it hath pleased you to determine towards me. Where- 
unto I have no more to answer, but that I shall ever remain your 
Majesty’s most humble sister and servant,” 

On the 28th of July Cromwell was brought to the block, and on 
the 30th, Dr. Barnes was committed to the flames in Smithtield ; 
and the divorced Queen, when she saw what was the fate of the 
two principal agents in her late marriage, had reason to congratu- 
late herself that the bonds had been so easily severed; and she 
appears to have been quite sensible of this in her correspondence 
on the subject with the Duke of Cleves, her brother, for she hints 
pretty plainly her thankfulness at being so easily freed from the 
marriage bonds, and also entreats that ‘he will so conduct himself 
in the matter that ‘f she fare not the worse’ for his interference, 
We give a facsimile of a fragment of ane of her letters to him, the 
remainder of which was destroyed in the fire at Ashburnham- 
house, in 1731, when the Cottonian MSS, suffered so severely. 

After this most unceremonious divorce, Anne continued to reside 
at the Palace at Richmond, and, a few weeks afterwards, was 
honoured by a visit from her late royal husband, who, hypocrite as 
he was, conducted himself towards far with such mingied respect 
and love, ‘supping with her right merrily,’’ that some of her 
attendants ‘eat d that he might be about to take her for his Queen 
again. His visit, however, was entirely one of policy, to see if she 
was likely to raise any untoward objection to the introduction of 
another lady as Queen. Henry was at the time actually married to 
Katharine Howard, and two days afterwards this successor of Anne 
of Cleves was publicly introduced at court as his Queen. Anne 
appears to have shown not the least symptom of mortification at 
the cavalier treatment she had received; on the contrary, ‘‘ she 
amused herself in all kinds of sports and recreations, wearing a rich 
new dress on every occasion,” a gratification which her splendid 
trousseau fully enabled her to indulge in, But she is also described 
as exercising all the gentle charities of life, and living in the utmost 
decorum. Her brother could not be induced to admit that she was 
lawfully divorced; but he prudently abstained, on her account, from 
displaying any resentment on the occasion, merely remarking that 
he.was glad his sister had ‘‘ fared no worse.” He subsequently 
endeavoured, when the fall of the hapless Katharine Howard took 
pisses to bring about a reconciliation between the separated couple; 

ut Cranmer, warned by the fate of Cromwell, ventured not to 
undertake so delicate and responsible a matter, and the negotiation 
fell to the ground, 

In 1547 the death of the King rendered Anne a widow in reality, 
but she had become so attached to England that she preferred 
remaining there either to marrying again or returning to her own 
country. She had formed a strict friendship with the Princess 
Mary, who was about her own age, and appears to have shown great 
tenderness both to her and the Princess Elizabeth. Her last public 
appearance was at the coronation of the former, when she rode in 
the same carriage with Elizabeth. She subsequently spent a good 
deal of her time at a hunting-seat, given her by Edward VI., at 
Dartford; and in July, 1557, peacefully expired at her Palace at 
Chelsea, of some declining illness, which she boye with great calm- 
ness and resignation. Her will displays a singular attention to the 
little comforts of her household, and she forgot not any faithful ser- 
vant, however humble in degree. ‘The Catholic Mary andthe Protest- 
ant Elizabeth were also both remembered init. The funeral of Anne 
of Cleves, by the orders of Queen Mary, was performed with some 
magnificence, A long procession, including in it Bonner, Bishop of 
London, and the Lord Abbot of Westminster, accompanied a hearse 
with seven grand palls, from Chelseato Westminster. At Charing- 
eross it was met by one hundred of her servants carrying torches. 
Near the hearse rode eight heralds bearing white banners of arms, 
to signify that the departed Queen had lived a maiden life. A grand 
banquet was afterwards given to all the mourners. She was buried 
at the foot of King Sebert, near the high altar in Westminster 
Abbey; but her tomb is seldom recognised, for it looks more like a 
' long bench placed against the wall than a place of royal sepulture. 
The initials, A. C., may be traced in a monogram on parts of the 
structure, a memorial that was never wholly finished, ‘* Not one of 
Henry’s wives, excepting Anne of Cleves, had a monument,’ 
observes Fuller, ‘and here was but half a one.’’ But the placid 
and domestic virtues with which Anne of Cleves was gifted, and 
which reconciled her so completely to the humiliating position in 
which Henry had placed her, would have prevented her from 
desiring to have any monument of splendour erected to her memory, 
even if it had been possible to consult her wishes. She seem to 
have too truly exemplified the words of Shakspere:— 


‘We have already spoken of this excellent history, We now 
recur to it for the purpose of pausing in admiration over the 
beautiful story of Lavalette. 

‘‘ Unsatiated with the blood of the youthful Labédoyere and 
the heroic Ney, the masters of the hour thirsted hotly also for 
the blood of Lavalette.’’ He was arrested, tried for being 
privy to the return of Napoleon, found guilty, and sentenced 
to death, Every effort to save him was made and failed. And 
this brings us to the heroic conduct of 

MADAME LAVALETTE, 

“ Ardently attached to her husband, she vowed she would not 
survive him, and she was prepared to incur any risk to save his 
life. Being allowed free access to him in the Conciergerie, she 
proposed to him that he should leave the prison in her dress, 
accompanied by her young daughter, whom she brought with her 
to aid the disguise. Lavalette refused at first to listen to the pro- 
posal, on account both of the danger she would incur, and of the 
‘apparent impossibility of the scheme; but she insisted so resolutely 
that he was obliged to yield. Very complete arrangements were 
made by her for the success of the enterprise, and it was attempted 
on the evening before the appointed execution. Wrapped up in a 
large pelisse lined with fur, and leading his daughter by the hand, 

avalette emerged from his cell, leaving behind the screen dividing 
it his devoted wife. Slowly he tottered along the corridors and 
through the outer rooms filled with turnkeys, keeping a handker- 
chief to his face, and affecting to be absorbed in grief. He passed 
without being discovered; but his greatest danger was from the 
chief gaoler, who was always accustomed to hand Madame Lavalette 
to her chair, The presence of the child was intended to prevent 
this piece of attention on his part; and it had the effect, for he 
merely bowed to Lavalette as he went ont, saying, ‘You are 
retiring early this evening, madame?’ Lavalette answered him 
with a deep sigh, and the poor man withdrew much affected.” 

He was then conyeyed to the house of M. Bresson, and 
secreted there, Of course such an‘asylum was the very safest 
he could have found, as about the last place to be searched for 
a political fugitive would be naturally the hotel of the highest 
functionary of the Government :— 


‘‘ Meanwhile, what had become of the constant and the noble- 
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hearted woman who was content to brave the rage of his baffled 
enemies if she could but save the life of an adored husband? Only 
a few minutes elapsed after the evasion before she was discovered 
by the gaoler, who immediately gave the alarm, and gendarmes 
were sent in pursuit in all directions, The chair was speedily 
overtaken, but the daughter only was ‘found in it—the culprit had 
escaped! To describe the excitement and the consternation pro- 
duced in the court and among the Royalists by this event would 
be a hopeless task; it was considered as foreboding a fresh 
insurrection of the army, as indicating a general plot to overturn 
the Government, as showing the existence of treachery in public 
functionaries, and a hundred other exaggerated dangers. In the 
Chamber of Deputies the fury was excessive, and the blindness 
of passion was carried to the pital of an open denunciation of the 
Ministers for having favoured the hopes of M. Lavalette for mercy. 
M. Decazes, the new Police Minister, was overwhelmed with 
reproaches, and nothing but his great influence with the King pre- 
served him from immediate disgrace, The most active measures, 
nevertheless, were taken by the Government to trace the fugitive ; 
the houses of all his friends, relatives, and acquaintances were 
repeatedly searched; the barriers were closed and guarded by 
strong detachments of soldiers ; the passport system was redoubled 
in precautions and vigilant supervision, No doubt was entertained 
that he would be eventually captured, through the sheer impos- 
sibility of his leaving Paris; and in the meantime the author of this 
great blow, of this cruel disappointment, of this unsettling com- 
motion, Madame Lavalette, was exposed to all the brutal ven- 
geance of men maddened by frustrated revenge, by the denial of 
their anticipated prey. After suffering outrageous abuse from 
the exasperated turnkeys, she was Jocked up in the cell lately 
occupied by Marshal Ney, the stifling temperature of which 
caused her acute pain. Here she was subsequently interrogated 
by M. Bellart, who manifested towards a defenceless woman the 
vulgar insolence of his character, and by his detestable rudeness 
occasioned in her the agitation which ultimately induced the fearful 
malady that so long afflicted her, She was kept in this rigorous 
confinement for upwards of six weeks, and debarred from all out- 
ward communication, during which her continual anxiety and 
alarm so preyed upon her mind that when she was at length 
released her mental faculties were gone, and for twelve years she 
remained in a state of imbeciljty! Poor Emilie de Beauharnais ! 
History has many female names to record with praise and honour ; 
there are few that can vie in lustre or in affecting interest with 
hers. She had, however, the consolation to know ,that the object 
for which she had sacrificed herself was gained, and that her hus- 
band had eluded the pursuit of the police. After remaining secluded 
in Bresson's house for more than a fortnight, he succeeded in 
getting out of Paris in the disguise of an officer of the British 
Guards, and so escaped across the frontier, Sir Robert Wilson, an 
English general, was the principal personage concerned in effecting 
this escape, and he was assisted by two others of his generous 
countrymen, Mr. Michael Bruce and Mr. John Hely Hutchinson, 
the first a civilian, the latter a British Guardsman.* ”

MUSICAL REVIEWS. 
Songs without Words. 


By Mary W. Holmes. Cocks and 
Co., New Burlington-street. —The fair composer—or, rather, 
arranger, the airs being well-known Scotch melodies—has dis- 
played great talent. We have two numbers of this novel work: 
before us, each containing two airs, admirably arranged for the 
pianoforte. The first idea of ‘‘ Songs without Words,” we believe, 
originated with Lizt, who gave what he termed * Recitations on the 
Piano,” or Romances sans Paroles, These arrangements by Miss 
Holmes form charming pieces for the plano, and fairly carry out the 
title; for, by the able manner In which she has succeeded in arranging 
the airs, the songs seem really to speak, although “ without words.” 
They will prove & great acquisition to all true lovers of Scotch 
music, or admirers of good pianoforte music.—Our other Musical 
Reviews, for want of space, must be deferred until next weck. 


THE DRAMA, 


This being Passion Week, there have been no dramatic 
performances ; We, therefore, have but little to say upon theatrical 
matters as regards the past, but there is much promise held out 
for the coming week. Nearly every theatre has announced a new 
drama to be brought out on Easter Monday. Drury Lane has a 
grand fairy musical spectacle, to be called “The Devil’s Ring; or, 
Fire, Water, Earth, and Air. If green-room report can be relied 
on, we may expect a very superior production. It is not in the 
modern extravaganza style, but more after the manner of the cele- 
brated ‘ Aladdin,” or Peter Wilkins, with this difference, that 
the principal characters are performed by singers, thus falling into 
the present taste for music. The scenery will be of the most gor- 
geous kind, painted by Brunning, Jones, Wilson, and Adams, the 
same artists who displayed 80 much talent in the Christmas panto.

SANITARY ECONOMY. 

In an excellent work, recently published by the Messts: Cham- 
bers, on “ Sanitary Economy,” the authors point out that we have 
it in our power not only to arrest epidemics, but, to 4 considerable 
extent, to prevent all death that does not arise from old age. 
“But it may be as well to recal attention to the leading fact, that 
300,000 people die yearly in England alone of disease; and SBA, 
beyond all doubt, a great part of. this mortality might he obviate 
by protective arrangements. Suppose we could, by increasing re 
average age, reduce the number to 250,000, how great would he the 
blessing conferred by removing the causes of disease which Bee 
maturely carry 50,000 people to the grave! Suppose it were he 
30,000, 20,000, or even 10,000 that were thus saved, would it es 
a gain to humanity worthy of a great effort? When an eis ' 
ship is,lost with all its living cargo on the way to the land Or ate 
and promise; when a theatre falls and crushes the careless ane 
in the midst of their gaiety; when the galleries, overcrow! e qt 
those who have rushed to hear a popular preacher, g1¥¢ ied Po 
hurry them to the place where the sincerity of theit devo na

makes people callous to misfortune. If we remember that bné 
United Kingdom the deaths from disease cannot be much iy 3 
than 2000 in a day, or about 80 in an hour, it will be felt that fev 
accidents on record are more rapid in their destruction. id 
quite naturally, this vast mortality carries on its ceaseless al s 
uniform course without calling forth any thoughts or suggestion 
unless those connected with religious meditations. Surely, Fi 
ever, it would not in any degree derogate from the solemnity an 
the propriety of these thoughts, were people occasionally to ay 
how far the human race has been endowed with faculties for chec 5 
ing the destructive agencies indicated by this mortality, ang 
lessening the extent to which human recklessness creates huma 
misery.’

Destruction oF St. Ann’s Cuurcu, Limenousn,,

Several visits to this exhibition have confirmed our opinion of 
its great utility and interest. Until its opening we have not, 
in this or any other country, had an opportunity of forming so 
true a knowledge of the merits of ancient art. This knowledge 
at the present time is of the highest importance, whether we 
consider it as a means of comparison, or as useful in suggest- 
ing ideas which may be applied to modern manufactures at the 
exhibition of next year. 

Considering the importance of a collection of this descrip- 
tion, it is to be regretted that so many favourable opportunities 
have been neglected of forming a permanent gallery of the 
works of the middle ages in the Britis Museum, where, while 
no pains and expense have been spared to gather together the 
remains of Egyptian and Greek art, the beautiful productions 
of our own country haye been comparatively neglected. We 
cannot help thinking that it is owing to a want of appreciation 
of native art by the authorities of the establishment above 
alluded to that we now have required the enlightened exertions 
of the Society of Arts to plan this (it is to be regretted tem- 
porary) exhibition for the public instruction. In other depart- 
ments of the British Museum there are also omissions in this 
respect, We believe we are correct in stating that there is no 
complete collection of the designs of Flaxman; and that we

may also search in vain for many of the works of our great 

nglish engravers, who not only have a home but European 
reputation, In the trust that this exhibition shows the great 
necessity there is for increased exertion to form a permanent 
and classed collection of British and British Medieval Art, we 
will leave this unpleasant portion of our subject to direct atten- 
tion to such pottlcns of this exhibition as are likely to be of 
use and interest to our fair readers, The first of our illustra- 
tions 18 €n application of embroidery and tapestry as a frame 
for looking-glasses, ‘This has an exceedingly rich appearance, 
and may often be introduced as portions of decoration with 
better effect than gilt frames, Many of the examples of needle- 
work here exhibited are not only remarkable for their richness 
of design and fineness of execution, but are valuable, inasmuch 
as they afford hints which may be applied with apparent 
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novelty at the presenttime. We would 
instance the purse of silver and gold 
thread which we this week engrave. 
The state palls belonging to some of 
the corporate companies, as well as 
the ancient vestments of the Romish 
Church, are also useful examples of 
gorgeous combinations, which may be 
readily adapted to various modern 
purposes, 

The cruciform watch and lady’s 
watch, which we have engraved the 
fame size as the originals, form a por- 
tion of a most interesting department. 
Immediately adjoining, and forming 
by its large size a striking contrast to 
these elegant objects, is the watch 
made for King Charles the First, about 
1640, and given by the King to Mr. 
lierbert on the morning of his execu- 
tion. The following extract from 
‘Memoirs of the Two Last Years of 
the Reign of that Unparalleled Prince 
of ever Blessed Memory, King Charles 
the First,” having reference to this 
watch, is very properly given in the 
society’s catalogue :— 

“Some time his Majesty was private, 
and afterwards, taking the good bishop 
by the hand, looking upon him with a 
cheerful countenance, he said, ‘Come, 
let us go;’ and, bidding Mr. Herbert 
take with him the silver clock that hung 
by the bedside, said, ‘Open the door, 
Hacker has given us a second warning.’ 
Through the garden the King passed 
into the park, where, making a stand, 
he asked Mr. Herbert the hour of the 
day, and, taking the clock into his hand, 
gave it him and bade him keep it in 
memory of him, which Mr. Herbert 
keeps accordingly.”

Amongst the most remarkable of those examples is 
an oval watch, made by David Ramsay, clock- 
maker to James the First, who is referred to b 
Sir Walter Scott in “The Fortunes of N igel.”’

This, aren Preventing the visitor at a glance 

comparing the productions of each century, has 
several advantages, such as placing certain articles 
in lights suitable for the exhibition, Her Majesty 
has contributed largely, and amongst the articles in 
gold and silver is a richly decorated nautilus, of the 
sixteenth century; and silver-gilt hanap of the time 
of Charles I,, ornamented with bulbs and arabesque 
ornaments. Many of the corporate bodies have, on 
this useful occasion, parted for a time with their 
treasures, a8 also have several of the learned col- 
leges. From Clare-hall, Cambridge, is the follow- 
ing :—“tA glass vessel, mounted as a tankard, in 
silver-gilt arabesque and silver filagree, This cup 
is called ‘ the poison-cup,’ in allusion to the super- 
stition that, if poison were poured into it, the glass 
would break, and the crystal on the lid become 
discoloured.” 4 striking feature among the da- 
mascene work is the celebrated shield of embossed 
steel, damascened with silyer, and usually attributed 
to Benvenuto Cellini, The art of damascening 
consists in expressing a design on one metal, by 
the incrustation of another, an 
from the Levant, . where it was greatly practised in the 
middle ages, especially in Damascus, whence its present 
denomination. The Cellini shield, which is of a large size 
and elaborate workmanship, is from. the Royal Collection, 
Many of the carvings in wood and ivory are also most ela- 
borate, particularly a rosary, which is now the property of the 
Duke of Devonshire. The followin passage in connection

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RIBBON WORK. 

Bi) Res A BAG IN CHENILLE AND SATIN RIBBON. 

Materials —One piece of rose coloured chenille; ten yards of narrow 
white satin ribbon; a quarter of a yard rose-coloured sarsenet, 
to match the chenille. 

Ut out a bag of the required size in the sarsenet, place the 
engths of satin ribbon across each other in diamonds, accord- 

Ng to illustration; tack them, where they cross, on the wrong 


chai 


Side, with fine white thread; then, with a chenille needle, 
work a bar of chenille up the centre of the ribbon, passing it 
throu h the middle of the ribbon where it crosses, and bringing 
it back again close by the same stitch, so that the chenille may 
be always on the right side. Work in this manner up the 
centre of all the rows of ribbon until they are covered. Make 
two sides for the bag exactly alike, place them on the sarsenet, 
eaving a piece of the latter at the top, nearly two inches deep, 
forahem. Stitch the bag together on the wrong side, and 
when hemmed tack the edges of the ribbon down to the 
Stitches of the hem; then cover them with a piece of ribbon, 
Worked down with chenille, as in engraving. Sew a white silk 
fringe round the bag, and pass strings of white satin ribbon 
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through the hem, and put a white silk tassel at each corner ; 
or a fringe may be made by unravelling satin ribbon to within 
the cighth of an inch from the edge; and tassels, to correspond, 
can be formed by taking a piece of wool, of a conical shape, 
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cover the larger end with satin, and twist some of the 
ribbon unravelled for the fringe round the wool very 
closely, stitching it occasionally to prevent it from 
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slipping. Attach these tassels to the bag with rose- 
coloured chenille. 
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APPLIQUE. 

CENTRE FOR ELBOW-CUSHION, 
Materials—One-fourth of a yard of ruby velvet ; a square 0 green 
ditto, the size of the shamrocks ; one piece of green embroide 

chenille, a pleat as rate she velvet ; four chenille tassels, 

green or ruby colour ; and a yard and an. eighth of thick 

chenille, and a chenille needle. 4 sf i Rata 
Trace the outline of the group of shamrocks on paper, from 
illustrated design; cut them out; then trace the outline on 
the green velvet. Cut this carefully out, and tack it on the 
centre of the ruby velvet. Sew the leaves round the edges to 
the velvet; take. short-lengths of the chenille and work all 
round the edges in embroidery stitch ; work the veinings also, 
and the edges of the stems... Edge the cushion with the thick 


chenille, and place a tassel at each corner. 


The above design is very appropriate for the centre of a 
sachet or a pocket-handkerchief-case. The ground to be 
formed of maize-coloured silk or satin ; the shamrocks of green 


velvet; and the veinings and the edge worked with gold 
thread,

In short, from that time the cise Was Wrapt in an entire mys- 
tery, and the defendant had not, by his pleading, suggested any reasoti for 
excusing ot justifying his suddén and heartless Violation of his solemn pro- 
mise, All that he had pleaded was, that he had never promised to marry 
the plaintiff. If he, after gratifying his vanity by engaging her affections, 
thought proper to cast her off; a slighted thing, injured in reputation, héalth, 
and spirits, and reduced to a state from which she woul: probably never 
recover, the jury, he trusted, would give the amplest compensation which 
ntonéy could aupely for the injury thus coldly, cruelly, and hearulessly 
inflicted on her health, hopes, and prospects.—Mr. Justice Patteson, in sum- 
ming up, said the only issue was whether the defendant promised to marry 
the plaintiff; and, if the jury thought that he did, the next question for them 
would be to consider what amount of damages they would award to her.— 

The jury deliberated for ten minutes, and then found a verdict for the plain- 

tiff—damages £50.

CASE OF MR. WATTS, 

At the Mansion-house, Walter Watts, the late lessee of the Olympic and 
Marylebone Theatres, who stands charged with having feloniously stolen a 
check for £1400, the property of the Globe Insurance Company, was brought 
before Alderman Gibbs for further examination. A great number of the 
members of the theatrical profession were present during the day.—At 
twenty minutes after three o clock, Mr. Clarkson; the counsel for the pro- 
secution, entered the court, and said that Mr, Bodkih, who was engaged for 
the prisoner, was unavoidably absent, In consequence of urgent business in 
another court. As, however, Mr. Wontner, the prisoner’s solicitor, was pre- 
sent, the application which was considered necessary to be made upon the 
part of the prosecution might be thadé without farther délay, a8 it was not 
by any means calculated to prejudice the ease of the ptisoney. Already a 
case had been brought forward siMeiently strong to watrant the niagistrate 
in sending it before another tribunal; but it was tliought necessary to post- 
pone the subject until further investigation should be inde into the whole 
of the charges against the accuse’.

his statement to the ‘ahs at the time of trial.— The applicant said he never 
could face a jury—his feelings would overcome him.—Mr. Bingham would 
tell the applicant why he could give no attention to his present application, 
When the prisoner was first placed at the bar, he recognised him as one 
whom he had known under very different circumstances, and, believing that
